The White Family ana Gene. 
nlogy. 


It will be remembered by many readers 
that about four yo there was pub- 
lished in THe us asketch of the 
adventure of one Wm. White, who about a 
century ago, at four years of age, was given 
as a hostage by his grandfather and widowed 
mother to the Indians of Oneida county, 
N this being demanded by the Indians 
as a plodge of the friendship of the pale-faces 
who had settled in their midst. He was re- 
turned safe at the end of three days, and 
peace md amity prevailed thereafter be- 
tween the two races, From this child de- 
scended Philo, Melancthon, Allen, and the 
other Whites now or in the past residents 
of the township of Rawdon. Other desvend- 
ants of the same original family are now 
scattered all over the neighboring states. 
On the 5th of June last, at Whitestown, in 
the county named, was held a grand cen- 
tennial lairation of the first settling of 
‘the Whitestown country,” by which is 
meant generally the northern part of the 
state, by this same White family, The 
oration was «lelivered by Hon, Chas. Tracy, 
and Wm. M. White, one of the descendants, 
traces the history of the family from John 
White, suppose to have been born at 
Chelmsford, Exsex county, England, so far 
back as 1 and who was amoung the first 
settlers of Cambridge, Mass., Hartford, 
Conn,, and Hadley, Mass. The genealogy is 
traced through nine generations to the pre- 
sent time. The Canadian members of the 
family do not seem to be referred to in any 
part of the proceedings, which are pub- 
ished in full in the Utica Morning Herald 
of Jane 6th, though Mr, Philo White, of 
Rawdon, who is named after a grand-uncle 
who is specially mentioned in the genealo- 
ical address) 49 in possession of information 
which would not only have been of much 
use to the celebration committee, but eatab- 
lishes beyond moral ¢ the claim of him- 
self aud Grothers to a position in the line, 
He has penned the following letter to Wm. 
M. White, of Utica, the genealogist: 


To Mr, Wm. M, White, Utica, N. ¥. 
Dear Sin—As I was perusing the Utica 
Morning Herald of the 6th of June, 1884, 
my attention was drawn to the ceftennial 
Jubration of the firat settlement of Whites- 
on June 5, 1784, by Judge Hugh 
and family, and beg to say to you 
that your statement with rogard to the lines 
ago of the White nity is y correct in 
art as} handed down to me by tradition 
fe appears that you bave omitted my 
father's family and the Allen family as I 
have the history from my own grandmother 
(Rachael Allen, daughter of Judge Hugh 
White). She told me that my father's 
fathor, Wm. White, died March 3, 1780, 
anc that she and herson came with her fathor, 
Judge Hugh White,to the place after called 
Whitestown, My father was born in New 
England, November 30, 1779, and came 
with his mother and grandfather to the new 
settlement, Whitestown, in June, 1784, and 
sho aaid to me that her son William was 
the child that the Indian chief took with 
He was in bis filth year when it took 
My father told us that he remem: 
the circumstances well, as wo had it 
ngow magazine fifty yoars 
ago. My grandmother, Rachaet White, was 
born in 1757, and in 1781 waa re-married to 
one John Allen, My father lived with bis 
grandfather, Judge White, until he was in 
his 25th vex, when he came and lived with 
his step-father nearly two years, when be 
martied Chloe Chard on the 18th of October

AGRICULTURAL, 


Double Cropping on the Farm, 

I have long been satisfied that fow 

farmora haye a true conception of the 
capabilitios of their lands, I reported to 
the Z'ribune the othor day about certain 
fino crops of potatoes, but they were not 
the entire product of the soil for that 
season, Upon one field a quick-growing 
variety of white beans, hore known ax 
mediums, were planted in the rows somo 
timo in Juno. Ine potatoes, having been 

lanted vory early, were fit to dig in the 
fitter part of July. Tho land boing in 
fine condition, the second crop came on 
woll, and the beans when fit, were pulled 
and sot up around stakes about six foot 
high. Somo short pieces of boards having 
been put on the ground to protect the 
bottom layer from wet and mould, we 
tie thom around tho stake with the roots 
up, and at the top tie a cord around them 
to keop them in place, as well as to help 
protect them from wet woather. This 
geoms to mo to be tho boat mothod of 
curing this crop I havo ever secon tried. 
The yield was a fair ono, and the price 
boing high that year, they sold for $2 
per bushel. 

The following season the crop 
taken off the latter part of July and 
first part of August. Tho land was 
ploughed and sown with Purple-top, flap 
turnip seod—in drills, (if I recollect 
aright,) the rows sixteen inches apart. 
This was from the 14th to tho 18th of 

August, The only cultivation needed 
was to run through them with tho hand 
cultivator, and to thin out the rows in 
places whero they were too thick. It was 
as handsome a crop of flat turnips as I 
over saw. Sometimes there is u ready 
sale for all we have at a fair price ; but if 
not, they are always worth tv me at least 
their cost for feed. I knew many will 
say they are worthless {or this purposo. 
{ also know that agricultural chemests 
say that analyses show them to contain a 
very small proportion of nutritive matter. 
But simple facts are vory stnbborn things 
to get over er around. 1 have fed them 
every winter fora number of years, and 
always with the sanio result. 

In December, 1882, I put seven breed- 
ing sows into pens and began feeding 
them on turnips. They had nothing else 
to eat until in March, a short timo before 
they were exchanged. Years ago, I 
placed ina pen, a number of shotes for 
wintering. A few weeks afterward, one 
of my neighbors—one of the best farmers 
in the county—while looking over the 
stock came to this pen of pigs. Says he : 
“Well, Smith, I think those are as fino 
and thrifty a lot of shotes.as I ever saw.” 
Tasked him what he ‘supposed they had 
to eat. He replied that they certainly 
must have had good feed, and plenty of 
it. He could scarcely believe me when I 
told him that they had been fed upon 
flat turnips. and nothing else for a number 
of weeks. 

Now, let no reader get the idea that by 
raising some turnips and throwing them 
out whole and in a frozen condition, or 
whero they will immediately freeze, to a 
lot of hogs running in an open field, with 
but little if any shelter, they will do 
well and keep in good condition. My 
hogs are wintered in long pens, where it 
does not freeze—except-in very. cold 
weather... They have plenty -of bedding, 
All of thé roots I feed, whether to horses, 
cattle or hogs, are kept where they will 
not freeze. If there is dirtjto any extent 
upon them they are thrown into tubs and 
stirred ‘around for a minute to clean 
them, and then run through a root- 
cutter before being distribnted to the 
stock. Whether turnips, bects, rutaba- 
gas, carrots or parsnips are fed to hiogs, 
they have all they will eat, For other 
stock they are made only a partial feed. 

Another crop that I have successfully 
ie with jpotatoes is the 
Hub ‘squash. We have now some 
six or eight acres planted with Early Rose 
potatoes and expect to plant the squash 
seed next month in hills say ten to 
twelve feet apart each way. By the 
latter part of July, when the potatoes are 
dug, the vines will have partially covered 
the ground. It will require some extra 
care to prevent injury to them in digging 
the potatoes. But we expect to have 
the vines about the middle of August, 
and some of the squashes set. In such 
cases we consider the crop about a 
certainty, No one will aay that squashes 
are not valuable for feed in case there is 
no market for them. Hogs, cows, and 
young cattle do well upon them with but 
very little other feed: Thesé are only’ a 
few of the crops that T have doubled’ suc 
cessfully. But to make a complete suc- 
cess the farmer must have good land, and 
it must ibe well fertilized, If it needs 
draining it must have it, Finally it must 
be thoroughly cultivated. No slipshod, 
paras farmer or method of farming 
will make double cropping a success, —

At seven inches loep it 
was found from actual experiments that 
corn would lie in the ground twenty-one 
days before coming up, and then it made 
its appearance in such an enfeebled con- 
dition that much of it died without ma-

A like experiment with wheat, showec 
that at four inches deep, although pg 
inanating, the vitality of the plants was 
proportionately affected, and that they 
did not show, themsclves above the ground 
until tho sixteenth day. Tho seed of the 
same cereal planted at a depth of three 
fourths of am inch, or one inch will 
jerminate in oight days in any mod ornto- 
ly warm soil, and in six days when the 
rays of the sun haye full power, 

The fatural fanctidris of tho seed of 
planta, aro, in germinating, to support 
the plant until it becomes sufficiently 
stout to throw out feeder roots near the

Tho Térmbio Discase Distributed by Pi. 
urine from Gurdwarand Mooon, 

»nly countries upon the globe to 
which cholera hag not been carried aro 
the islands of the South Pacific, Auatra 
Jasin, the Capo of, Good Hope, the Islands 
of the North Atlantic, and the western 
coast of South America. Theao localitios 
are all separated from India by «wide ox 
panao of ocean, ‘arid! have: noicommercial 
intercourse with that country 

Cholera has not become permanent out 
sido of India, although it is seldom 
absent from some of tho Provinces of 
Hindustan, om. its birthplace in the 
delta of the Ganges, the disease has effect 
od a.pormanent lodgment in the provinces 
of Bengal. Madras, and Bombay, while 
in the provinces that lie to the west and 
norivest, auch as Rappootanaand Punjab, 
it occurs only as an’ epidemic, developing 
aftor great religious gatherings, 

Hurdwar, in tho Punjab, at the foot of 
the ‘Himalaya Mountains is the great 
nursory of cholera. It nover originates 
thore, but has annually been developed 
thore there during the great Hindoo festi- 
vals, Of theso festivals Hurdwar is cursed 
with two, and thoy draw together a great 
concourse of people from every portion of 
the Todian empire. At some of these 
festivals as many as 3,000,000 devotees 
have assombled, but of lato years the 
numbers have fallen off, Mudwar haying 
lost its sacred prestige from the fact that 
some of the holy waters of the Ganges 
have been profanely diverted into « canal 
constructed by English authorities. 

There immense numbers of human 
beings gather upon a bare, sandy plain on 
the banks of the Ganges, massed like 
herds of swine, without means of sanitary 
protection. The earth and air, as well as 
the water, are polluted,and the odor from 
the camps is perceptible for many miles. 
Day and night the deyotces pour through 
the great thoroughfares of the country to 
and from the festival in parties of from 
10 to 500, followed so closely as to make 
an almost continuous procession, Ninety- 
five out of every 100 are on foot, but oo 
casionally some great nabob sweeps past 
with an enormous retinue, or a rajah with 
his caravan of elephants, camels, horse- 
men, and swordsmen, passes in all the 
grandeur and confusion of Indian royalty. 
They ride over the “poor wretches who 
line the roads, 

TRAMPLE THESDOWN 
and hurl imprecations upon them for 
blocking the way. Some march hundreds 


T 


and sonie thousands of miles to engage in 
the festivals and to bathe in the sacred 
river, Many die on the way, and all 
arrive lame and gaunt from hunger 
and fatigue, with their feet bound 
up in Si and their scanty cloth- 
ing covered with blood and dust., They 
rush into the river as soon as thoy arrive, 
and drink the water as fast as they can 
scoop it up in their hands. 

They are fed from the temple kitchen, 
where as many as ninety thousand cooks 
are at work, and the food is distributed 
among them ina rude way. When fresh 
it is not unwholesome, but too much of it 

roduces indigestion and great sufferings, 
The half starved pilgrims eat it. like 
gluttons, ‘rush into the water again to 
bathe and drink, and the result is dér- 
angement of the digestive’organs. When 
they have eatén their fill, whatever food 
is left is preserved, It is sacred and 
cannot be thrown away, Under the hot 
sun it soon becomes poisonous to the 
pilgrims who eat it. 

n these hotbeds of disease, under con- 
dititions that would breed a plague any- 
where, these pilgrims live. The heat is 
almost unendurable, The living, the 
sick, and the dying are huddled together, 
with only just as much space as they can 
cover lying down. As fast as they die 
they are buried in the sand, 

But on the return journey the misery 
of the pilgrims reaches its height, They 
aro sick and lame, but stagger along until 
the weak fall by the roadside to die. 
Their bodies lie thickly along the journey 
uncovéred.’ Some drag their weary limbs 
until they reach a village, where they drop 
and lie in masses, blocking up the streets, 
until they get strong enough to move for- 
ward, or dié of starvation and disease, 

It is impossible to calculate the number 
that perish... The Bishop of Calcutta esti- 
mates it at about one in five, and those 
who do not die on the journey 

CARRY THE GERMS OF DISEASH HOME 
with them, scattering pestilencealongtheir 
path. Thus the cholera is started on its 
periodical march around the world. 

No great Asiatic pestilence has ever 
scourged the East and allowed the cities 
of Arabia to escape. Tho pilgrims to 
Mecca and the commercial carayana to 
Damascus carry death in their train under 
any quarartine that can be devised, but 
the attempts to establish quarantino are 
weak, ineffectual, and spasmodic, 

The Holy City of Mecca is another 
great distributing point for cholera ; in 
fact it is a sort of clearing house for all 
sorts of infectious diseases. In 1865, it 
i said, 20,000 pilgrims died there of 
Cholera in six days, and the city for cen- 
turios has been the focus of plagues, which 
have been brought from all directions, 
and thence distributed by returning pil- 
grims over thrée continents. 

For many centuries there has been an 
incessant stream of pilgrims to and from 
Mecca. Tobe present at the Kourban 
Bairam is the great aim and end of Mo- 
hammedan life, and to reach there hun- 
dreds of thousands abandon homes and 
property, and undertake perilous and ex- 
hausting journeys, From the North At- 
Jantic and Mediterranean shores of Africa, 
from Timbuctoo and Western Africa, from 
Siberia, from tho Danube and the Sea of 
Azof,from the woatern provinces of Chins, 
from the cities of Europe, and from the 
most remote Mohammedan settlements, 
constant processions of pilgrims are pass- 
ing toand from Mecca ; for this pilgri 
mage, 


AT LEAST ONCK IN A LIFETIME, 

in binding on all truo Mohammedans, and 
he who dies without having made it might 
as woll haye boona Jow, a Christian, or a 
dog. ‘The return of ono pilgrimage is 
never accomplished from any of thé larger 
sottloments before another is on the move. 
They arrive in great caravans, and. the 
misory and hardships they enduro aro 
equal to those suffered by the Hindu de- 
votwos, Some como by son to Jodda upon 
the native vessels, which are saturated 
with infectious poisons. Each passenger 
receives on'y nufficiont space to squat 
upon. The intense heat of the day, the 
tminsmas of the night, privations of all 
sorts, the want of sloop and food und ox 
ereiso finduce a physical condition but 
little short of death. Many die on board 
tho vessels, but the most have strength 
enough left to drag themsclyes to the 
Holy Gity. Thoso who go by land and 
on foot suffer oven worse. 

Having arrived at Mecca without. roast 
or food, the pilgrims ontor at once upon 
tho religious duties, ‘The firat is to visit 
tho Kaaba; tho Holy Temple, and tho 
tomb of Ishmael, u which roasts the 
stone lot down from heaven. Upon the 
arrival at the Kaaba all drink and por 
form their ablutions in the well of Zom 
Zom

Reluctance to Make Wills, 


It is curious the antipathy which some 
people, however regular and methodical 
they may be inothermatters, have to make 
their wills The more money they have 
to leave, the more averse they scem to be 
to do that which ought to be a matter of 
duty ; but no, they put it off from day to 
day, until the last dread moment comes, 
and then, often it is too late, A mao in 
health and strength, seldom if ever thinks 
of death; but always as if he had years of 
life before him. So he may, but he 
may be shot down by a drunken loafer, 
or run over by a waggon in crossing the 
street. If he has made his will, ho is, so 
far as worldly affairs are concern:d, pro- 
pared to quit ; but if he has not, what 
endless worry and annoyance may ho not 
leave behind him? Jim Fisk, with all 
his millions to leave, never made his will 
until he lay bleeding to death on a sofa, 
in the Grand Hotel, New. York, and it 
was then written on a half sheet of note 
paper. 
he writer once had occasion to go to 
Doctor's Commons to look at a will. It 
was easily found, as he knew the year 
and the day of the death, but what sur- 
prised him was that the will was dated 
only the day before the man’s death. 
This was curious, from the fact. that. the 
testator had been a lawyer, and one of the 
most exact and punctilious in his profess 
ion—ono who had probably drawn Wp 
hundreds of wills for clients, and had ad- 
visod many hesitating ones to mako thoir 
wills. And yot, although he had great 
woalth to dispose of, for years ho had put 
off doing what ho had adyisod othors not 
to delay in, until the day before his death, 
To make tho matter worse, he had drawn 
tho will himself, and, although » man of 
groat experience, ho had drawn it 60 am 
iguously that it gave riso to long and 
costly litigation. 4 

Anothor case of ‘putting off’ was that 
of aman whose only child, 4 daughter, 
had marriod against his wishes, He had 
driven her from home, and resolved to 
loaye all hia woalth to a distant. relative. 
Ho, however, delayed making his will, as 
ho was hale and hoantyy Ono day ho 
had a stroke of paralysis, and at once sont 
for his lawyor to draw up his will, This 
was dono, but before ho could sign it, he 
had a socond stroke, and although his 
mind was active, his hand refused to hold 
the pon, and he died with the will un 


signed. 


Tho Duration of Earthqaokes,

A Chinese bello is a curiosity to China- 

mien/as well as to Ohristians, » Even: her 

oWn country-women look upon her with 

as much wonder as admiration, One 

réason of this is her rarity. ‘Belles in 

Chinw fre raro birds of fare plumage, 

No ordinary community can afford the 
luxury of possessing more than one or 
two such dazzling charmers, ' 

The approach of a belle not only flut- 
ters the hearts of the gilded youth—the 
sons of mandarins and men of wealth— 
but draws upon her glances ‘of. envy and 
admiration from members of all classes of 
society, specially the fairer half of. it. 
Fashion is the father or mother of des- 
pots, and a. Ohina belle’s tiny foot 
presses as ruthlessly upon the necks of 
her subjects as the slipper of an American 
beauty, or the» still larger shoe of the 
English professional walkist, 

What arts and sciences docs a Chinese 
woman have to master before she can 
take her degree as a belle? Of. moral 
qualities she need possess only thatwone 
necessary to the Christian lawyer—cheek. 
Sho must have nerve enough to look the 
public in the face, and to endure any 
amount of praise without betraying. her 
satiocty. 

A Celestial belle's most striking marks,

The Bumily, Cow in Midsummer, 


On farma where the dairy is an impor 
ant/part of the husbandry; provision 
made by sowing soiling crops, to supplo- 
ment the diminished pasturago in mid- 
summer.

After the vinos have yielded 
their last profitable picking, inat of al- 

lowing thom to remain on the ground up- 
til that is: wanted for anothor crop, feed 
the vines to the cow while they are still 

on and succulent, So with sweetcorn, 
When tho last ear is plucked from a atalk 
or # hill, do not wait. until the whole 
patch or row can be cleared, but pull up 
the stalks that havo been deprived of ears 
a fow ata time, and food them while in 
their best condition. ‘The outer leaves of 
early cabbages, and the leaves of beets, 


remain where put up, a» thoy depend 
very much on the surrounding objects in 
taking their points, Several hives) can 

be moved successfully if we maintain tho

Where tho new position is outside tho 
radius of flight, that is, about two miles, 
they can bo moved at any time. If bees 
‘are sont long distances, they must be fur 
nished with old tough combs, otherwise 
no combs at all, as nowly made combs 
on unwired foundation are nice to look at 
but surely will break down in transit, 
and combs and bees at tho end of tho 
journey will be found to conaist of one 
amothoring mass of moving insects that 
survive but afew hours after arrival.

Over the cloak there 
isa red cape, and both are trimmed with a 
narrow gold bullion border, He wears a 
red cap, the sides"of which are held up by 
8 fine gold tassel ; his feet are covered 
with silk hose, over which arean outer pair 
of shoes and thin slippors, His walk 
manifesta a faculty of inner consciousness 
and mental absorption in great contrast 
with his demeanor in public, During his 
hour's walkin the gatden ho converses 
with the .attendant cardinals upon im- 
portant affairs, in which the whole Cath- 
clic world’ is interested. Leo XILI. has 
not been out of the Vatican grounds since 
his elevation to the papacy. 

The garden consists of four hundred 
acres, and is more interesting from its 
historical association than its present 
beauty orelegance.

The Vatican is tho most ancient and 
ceremonious court in the world, and to 
obtain an audience of the pope requires

It is stated that the axolotl is used as 
food by some of the natives of Mexico, 
and has been considered a delicacy since 
the time of Cortez, while others, especially 
the women, hold it in abhorrence ard 
make it the foundation of many curious 
superstitions, A similar or closely allied 
species is found in some of the South- 
western States. Tho axolotl takes his 
food at a gulp, holds it in his mouth fora 
time, munches but doos not masticate it, 
as we understand that term, and then 
swallows it. Ina native atate it is pro- 
bable that he takes a mouthful of mud, 
from which the nutritive matter is absorb- 
ed and the balance thrown out.—

A pig that is kept 
in a wet, uncomfortable pen will not 
thrive so well as another will kept in a 
comfortable pon and furnished with a 
clean, dry bed, Exposure to cold and 
storms retards growth.

The March Through the Desert. 
Our Woolwich correspondent writes : 
* Appliances of several kinda for storing 
fresh water and carrying it across the 
desert in the proposed expedition from 
Suakim to Khartoum are in course of pre- 
paration at the royal arsenal, Woolwitch. 
For uso at the wells and oases, large resor- 
voira of waterproof canvas has been pro- 
vided, some of them sevoral yards square, 
fdr dipping pails in to water horses,others 
shaped like ordinary troughs, and others 
adapted to the requirements of the troops. 
4x conveying the water on camels iron 
tanks are being made, about three feet 
long, 8 inches broad and 14 inches deep ; 
but it is not quite decided whether those 
or ordinary casks of wood shall be em- 
loyed for the purpose, and probably a 
upply of both will be sent out. Already 
have gone a great number of cisterns 
formed of galvanized zine platos riveted, 
and each having @ capacity of about two 
hundred gallons, aud those it is proposed 
to place at convenient points of-the line 
of march for replenishing the camol-loads. 
Each animal will carry two casks slung, 
pannier-wise, across a pack saddle, and 
each cask will contain about twenty. 
gallons. Not more than ten miles of

Poultry Notes for July,

A MEXICAN MOB, 


Throo Thousand infuriated Peoplo Attack 
Missionaries at Colaya. 


Recently a violent mob attack was made 
in Colaya, a large city at the crossing of 
tho Mexican Central and the Mexican 
National railroads, against the Rey. A. 
W. Greonman and his assistant, Mr. 
Octaviano Torres, in charge of the work 
of the Methodist Episcopal mission in 
that place, All accounts agree that the 
house occupled by the above named minis- 
tors was assailed by at least three thousand 
infuriated people, largely incited by the 
Mcondiary preaching of the parish priest. 
The disturbance lasted nearly two hours. 
Tho doors and windows of the house were 
at last completely demolished. Moeasrs. 
Greenman and Torres, with the wife of 
the latter, were compolled to retire to 
the rear of the promisos, scale a wall and 
conceal themsolyes in an interior room 
of an adjoining house, After a little de- 
lay their pursuers discovered their retreat 
and battered the door till it went to 
pieces. Amidst the most diabolical 
threats and insults, their fiendish enomies 
sought to cut them with knives, and final- 
ly discharged two shots of a largo pistol 
or rifle at them, Fortunately, the balla 
did not take effect upon their intended 
victims, 

In this last extremity, no help appoar- 
ing, Messrs. Greontnan and Torres resort- 
ed to tho use of their pistols, firing three 
shots, killing, so it is affirmed, ono of 
their assailants and wounding two others. 
During the momentary respite which this 
resolute action secured, tho assistance 
tardilyand unwillingly sent by tho authori- 
ties arrived, and the beleaguered party 
was conducted to a place of safety. 

All tho facts point clearly to the gross 
and culpable negligence and even fanati- 
cal hostility of the mayor (Jefe Politico) 
of tho city. Twice on the day of the mob 
had the threatened parties requosted suit- 
ablo protection, recelying from the mayor 
and his subordinates only evasive and un- 
satisfactory replios, coupled with assur 
ances that they would find that within 
threo days they would bo compelled to 
loave the town or bo assassinated, Tho 
houso whero tho attack took place is with- 
in easy five minutes’ walk of the mayor's 
otfico.

It is he who 
invented the words ‘fancy franchise,’ 
who first employed “the cave of Adullam” 
asa metaphor for tho refugo of the dis- 
affected, and who compared Adullamites 
themselves to the Scotch terrier of which 
it was difficult to say what portion form- 
ed the head and what the tail, His hum- 
or has always been of the quiet, cutting 
and sarcastic style.

Five persons were recently plaged in 
the dock at the Birmingham police court 
charged with attempting to commit sui- 
cide. One was a coal merchant, who 
tried to cut his throat because of heavy 
losses in business. Another was a groom, 
who took vermin killer because of failure 
to get work.

The Simple Sports of a Once Savage 
Race of the vacifle, 


Considering thoir lack of opportunitios, 
the people of the Gilbert Islands manago 
to amuse themselves in a variety of ways. 
Out of halves of cocoanut shells, with the 
husks attached, floots of miniatura sloops 
are built, and their sails, made from a 
broad, dry, thick leaf, being set, the tiny 
boats are ranged in line by an excited 
crowd of yachtsmen, and sent on their 
courao over the lagoon towards some floats 
anchored half a mile or so away, the raco 
creating ‘as much excitement as 
any civilized regatta. Their kites 
are mado of the flat, thin leaves 
of the pandanus, fastened togethor 
by their edges, and shaped like the long 
and narrrow pinions of a sea bird. The 
framework of the kites built of the 
thin but strong and olastic midribs of the 
cocoanut pinnw, and tho whole machine 
is so light and so nicely balanced, that 
no ‘tail’ ig needed to balance them in 
the air. In size they vary from six inches 
to six feet in length. 

Another form of acronautic toy is a kite 
shaped like those already described, but 
furnished at the tip of each wing with a 

it of light wood hanging from tho end of 
a short string. Tho one flying this kite 
wades into tho water a short distance 
where the wind is blowing olf the land, 
and tosses the toy into the Tb tn 
carried along by the breeze, sinking as it 
goes, until the bits of wood touch tho 
water, when tho kite, being relioved 
of their weight, springs into the air, again 
to descend and riso in a auccession of 
graceful bounds until it is lost to sight 
out at sea, No small amount of skill is 
shown in adjusting tho weight of wood to 
that of the kite, to have it affected by the 
wind as has been dosoribed.

A 
charming young lady told me the other 
day that sho loved opals, but felt sure 
that all her misfortunes, not many, were 
due to the maleficent influences of that 
stone. So itis not only gamblers who 
are superstitious, but few carry suspicion 
to such preposterous lengths. The man 
who backs 25 at roulette because it is his 
twenty fifth birthday ; the other who al- 
ways brings an umbrella that he may 
leave it at the door and thus get a num- 
ber; he who counts tho stairs up to his 
bedroom, and that other one who counts 
tho choux on the wall-paper are all equal- 
ly maniacal, and all win at times, 
Whether one is paying a person a com- 
mission of 1 per cent. to bet on an eyen 
chance, or is trying to pick out numbers 
at roulette, the madness is perhaps in tho 
same degree, 


A Curious Custom 


It is well known that in the olden 
times many holiday diversions and even 
Occasional fairs were held within the pre- 
cincts of our parish churches, For in- 
stance, in the registers of Winchester 
there is to be seen a copy of a mandate 
from William of Wykeham, which forbids 
jv gling,the performance of loose dances, 
ballad singing, the exhibition of profane 
shows and spectacles, and the celebration 
of other games, in the church and evenin 
the churchyard of Kingston-on-Thames, 
on pain of excommunication, It would 
appear, however, that even this strong 
measure did not prevent tho origin, or at 
all events the practice, of another ancient 
custom, of which little or nothing ts 
known except that it is thought to have 
been peculiar to Kingston, but which w: 
carried on inthe chucch itself,even during 
the time of divine service, down to the 
end of the last century, if not to tho be- 
ginning of this. The congregation, strange 
as it may sound, used to crack nuts dur- 
ing the service on the Sunday next before 
the eve of Michael's day, Hence that 
Sunday was called ‘ k-Nut Sun 
The custom was nob restrained or con- 
fined to theyounger branches of the con- 
gregation, but it was practiced alike by 
young and old; and it is on record that 
the noise caused by tho cracking was of- 
ten so loud and so powerful as to oblige 
the minister to break off for a timo his 
reading or his sermon until silence was re- 
stored. ‘The above custom was thought 
by one or two antiquaries to have been 
connected in some way or other with the 
choosing of bailiffs ay other members of 
tho corporate body on Michaelmas day, 
and with the usual feast which attended 
that proceeding.—Cussell’s Greater Lon-

Microphones, 

It is through tho help of the microph- 
ono that telephony has become so practic- 
able and so extensively adopted. The 
Blake transmitter, the Ader, and many 
others by which music and speeches are 
now conveyed so many miles, are all vari- 
eties of the carbon microphone, In some 
churches, microphone transmitters are 
now applied to the pulpit, so that the 
sormon can bo transmitted by telopone to 
invalid members who can nob leave home 
At tho olectrical exhibitions of Paris, 
Vienna and tho Crystal palace, the music 
of an entire opera was tranamitted from 
tho atage by wire to other buildings whore 
groat numbors of porsons sat and listoned 
to it. Tho transport of music and other 
sounds in no way directly connected with 
tho wire is frequently offected by what is 
tormod induction, or loading in. Over 
and over again persons listened at tolo- 
phones for the purpesy of hearing what a 
friond is saying havo hoard tho strains of 
thls music—aside, communicated by, in- 
duction from some neighboring line to 
theirs. Not long ago a telegraph clerk in 
Chicago was listening in a telephone 
carly one morning, and to his surprise 
hoard tho croaking of frogs and the 
whistling of birds, Tho oxplanation of 
tho phenomenon is, that a loose joint in 
the telophone wire, where it passed 
through a wood, acted as a microphone, 
and transmitted the woodlawn chorus to 
his cars.

Pro- 
cisely at two o'clock the great organ

FORESTS FOR IRELAND. 


Mr, Howiltz’ Flan for Furnishing the Em- 
crald Isle with Timbor, 


At the suggestion of Dr Lyon, mem- 
ber of Parliament for Dublin, Mr. D. 
Howitz, Forest Conservator for Denmark, 
has made an examination of the resources 
and the need of Ireland for forest culti- 
vation, and his observations and conclu- 
sions, which have been embodied in a 
Parliamentary report, forcibly illustrate 
the evils consequent upon the reckless 
denudation of the land of its forests, Ho 
has found that ‘‘swamps and morasses 
are created in Ireland from the want of 
troea to drink up the superfluous mois- 
ture. Irish rivers inundate the districts 
they traverse because thore are no forests 
on the mountain tops to arrest and re- 
tain the autumn and spring rains. In 
summer there isa dearth of water, be- 
cause the trees are gone which would 
have served, each asa reservoir, Irish 
agriculture, 13 its system of straight 
drains, which Mr, Howitz entirely disap- 
proves, has acted as if water were poison 
instead of nutriment. In the it by 
felling the mountain woods, anit the 
present by planting no successors, it has 
done worse by tapping the supply at its 
source. Trish fruitfulness is gradually 
being drained and washed away into tho 
lakes and seas, and no preparation has 
been made to replenish it.” 
Fortunately, however, the island pre- 
sents the especial conditions for render- 
ing forestry easy and beneficial. Five 
million of its 20,000,000 acres are waste,

Flesh Feeding Plants, 


Wo haye seen that the objects which 
the sundew can act upon are precisely 
tho things which an animal could use for 
food, and that those mattors—such as hair, 
stones, the hard skin of insects, otc,— 
which tho animal can not use, are just 
thoso which the sun-dew also rejects, 
When an animal has put food into his 
stomach the food is actod upon chemically, 
or what is call digestod, by the gastric 
juico, which consists of a formont— 
called pepsin—and an acid, neither of 
which alono by itself has the power of 
digestion, But we haye proved by our 
experiment with litmus papor that the 
socrotion of the tentacles of the sundow 
contains an acid when it is acting ; and 
if wo comparo tho action of animal gastric 
juico on bits of moat with tho action of 
tho socrotion of tho sundow, it seems clear 
that somo formont—similar to, if not 
identical with, tho animal formont popsin 
must be prosont in the sundow secre 
tion, It has, moreover, boen found that 
tho socrotion of tho sundew gives out 
undor certain ciroamatances a strong smell 
of popain, But the reader who desires to 
learn moro about this will do woll to con- 
sult Mr, Darwin's “Insoctivorous Plants,” 
or somo of the othor works that havo beon 
written on tho subject, Wo noticed as 
wo dug up tho sundow plants how small 
tho roots are, and how poor tho moist 
soil in which they grow. Tho uso of the 
roots seom to be morely, in addition to 
anchoring the plant in the oil, to suck up 
water (of which tho leaves with thoir 
copious secretion require a great deal), 
and not, as in most plants, to provide 
food, Beoaidos tho round loaved sundew, 
two othor kinds grow in Great Britain, 
and about a hundred olaowhore, and all 
soom, without oxcoption, to have the same 
inavot-vatching habits as tho one wo have 
boon studying, and to bo, like it, dopen- 
dont upon animal food, ‘Thoro aro also 
nome other planta of the samo family 
which aro of alike nature, though the 
modhanism by which they scoure their in- 
soot food is rathor difforent,

Mr, 
Howits has drawn up from personal in- 
spection a scheme for planting s hundred 
thousand acres every year tor the noxt 
thirty years, By the end of that time a 
plantation, he estimates, will come to 
full productive capacity, besides having 
alroady given incidental returns from 
brushwoodsand saplings. Thocvstper acre 
at the end of thirty years will have been, 
at the highest, £20, or $100, whilo the 
lowest annual profits are computed at 
present prices at £1, or $5 per acre; and 
as the demand for timber is all the time 
rising, and the area of supply narrowing, 
they are likely to be higher, Tho sug- 
gestions contained in Mr, Howitz's re- 
port are timely for those who aro striving 
to arrost and remedy tho evils resulting 
from the depredation of the timber 
growth in many sections of our own

sovere shock of earthquake was felt in 

v York and neighboring states at two 
o'olock last Sunday evening. Considerable 
alarm prevailed, but no damage occurred, 
Phere was a second and less violent shock 
ulong the northeastern coast of the United 
States on Monday, Those looking for now 
homes in a country where earthquakes are 
unknown will lind thousands of acres of fer- 
tile, well-wooded, well-watered lands in On 
tario, north of the height of land, along the 
line ‘of the projected Nipissing and James 
Buy railway.

England is too prosperous to have friends 
in Europe, She is the rich mam whom all 
aro willing to flatter, but few wish well, 
France has proved a broken reed in every 
war in which she has been England's ally,

Now the death rate among the nnprote 
is still one in every four; among the. vacci- 
nated one in 330, At Marseilles, in 1826, 
out of 40,000 persons, 30,000 were vacci- 
nated. Of the vaccinated 2,000 were 
attacked during that epidemic and twenty 
died. Of the others, 4,000 caught the 
small-pox and 1,000 died.

If a 
supply of water be givon, and nursi 
stricted in frequency, these symptoms will 
ofton disappear completely and quickly, 
but if not, collapse will soon come on, 
The temporaturo ranges from 105° to 
106° F,, or higher; the pulse is small 
and thready, numbering from 180 to 
tho skin of tho body is painfully he 
while the extremities are cold; tho 
features are pinched and sunken, with tho 
eyes half-closed and the pupils con- 
tracted ; the fontanelle is depressed, the 
hands are tightly shut, the respiration is 
hurried and irregular, and consciousness 
seems abolished. A childin this stato 
will swallow water with greediness and 
the utmost pleasure, The treatment 
adopted ot the Nursery bas beon wrapping 
the patient in a wet sheet, applying cold 
to the head, and giving as much water as 
can be swallowed. The results have 
been very satisfactory, the child becom- 
ing quiet, and even going to sleop, while 
all the threatening symptons rapidly 
subside, ‘*The attention given to this 
point as a prophylactic measure has been 
ollowed by a diminished ratoof mortality, 
and a marked reduction in the number of 
gastric and intestinal complaints, If 
more care was taken to give children a 
proper amount of water, and rostricting 
their hours of sucking or feeding, tho 
mortality due to hot weather would do- 
crease, and less would be heard about the 
troubles of teething.

Esquimaux Relics, 
All explorers of Smith Sound have found 


support life, Dr. Kane found along the 
east coast of Hall's Basin the remains of 
ancient huts, Dr. Hayes found many 
traces of Esquimau settlements on the 
coast of Grinnell Land, and so did Capt. 
Nares, who discovered fragments of hunt- 
ing implements and ruined huts, almost 
on the shores of Lincoln Sea. On the 
Greenland side, opposite Lady Franklin 
Bay, the Polaris party found bono and 
copper needles, and stones lying in circles 
where the natives in summer had liyed in 
sealskin tents and placed the stones upon 
the outer edge to keep tho skin taut over 
the ridge. Greely two years ago, found 
in the heart of Grinnell Land the winter 
quarters of Esquimaux, and relics show- 
ing that they had possessed dogs, sledges, 
and iron, 

The Smith Sound natives of to-day have 
never visited these regions. They havo 
a tradition, however, that many generat- 
ions ago the climate was much milder than 
it is now, and that their fathers used to 
visit tribes living north and south of them. 
Finally the winters became more severe, 
and tho tribe now dwelling fron Cape York 
to Smith Sound were cut off from their 
fellows by accumulations of ice in Mel- 
ville Bay and Smith Sound. They be- 
lieved that natives still lived in the north 
until’explorers went there and found only 
traces of former occupancy. 

The explorers believe from ovidences 
they have found that this tradition is his- 
torically correct, They say thero is no 
doubt that once there was easy commun- 
ication between the Smith Sound natives 
amd those around Upernayik, and thoy 
believe the barren wastes to the north 
Were once prosperous hunting grounds, 
The natives thore, perhaps centuries ago, 
succumbed to ever-increasing hardships, 
just as the number of the Smith Sound 
natives is now decroasing so steadily as to 
foreshadow their extinction in afew moro 
generations,

With 
some patients the cure is as rapid as the 
attack ; with others it is only accomplish- 
ed after twenty-four hours. In a small 
parish in Cochin China, M. Janin, the 
priest in question, cured seventy-three 
cholera paticnts out of sover ty-six

Workin 


There is force in the suggestion

about ten days at foaling time, We prac 

tico making reasonablo uso of mares while 

lin foal and while they are sucking their 
foals, and have scen no injury to cither 
from tho practice, Of course the hardest 
part of the work is not required from such 
| meres. For work on tho farm wo de 
cidedly prefer to have the foals kept 
soparately from the mares while tho latter 
aro at work, While tho foals aro young 
itis better to allow them to sucklo at 
least once during the forenoon and after 
| noon; but when a few weeks old they will 
do well if allowed access to the mare at 
noon, care being taken that she should 
not be too hot when the foal is allowed to 
suck. Another advantage possessed by 
the farmer over the large breeder is that 
he can havo full use of such mares as fail 
to get with foal, and there are few breed- 
ers so fortunate as to haye nono of this 
class. — Breeders’ Gazette,

Keep the Weeds 
Sot the cultivator to work early, Do 
not wait for the corn and the potatoes to 
get large and strong, but as soon as tho 
rows can be seen, the cultivator should bo 
seb at work. Delay at this time gives the 
weeds time to get a strong stand and a 
| deep rooting, when it will be much moro 
difficult to destroy thom, Tho time to 
| hoo is just before the weeds make an ap 
pearance. This applies to the field and 
garden alike, Then there are no woeds 
to trouble, and all that is called for is to 
simply stir tho surfaco of tho ground. 
This is an easy and simple operation com- 
pared with the tearing out and destroying 
a matted growth of deop-rooted weeds, 
Tho modern practice of substituting the 
horse and implement for the farmer hand 
work is based on this early attention to 
the fields, If tho fields were deeply 
stirred and properly fixed before the 
planting, no deep working is called for in 
the hoeing. A stirring of the surface only, 
done early and often, is all that is called 
for, No neglect or delays are admissable 
at this time. Tho farmer must be 
prompt and active if he would keep ahead 
of his work and ahead of the weeds, ‘This 
will be found much the cheaper course in 
the ond. Less work is required, the land 
will be cleaner, and crops will bo heavier,

Transporting Poultry, 


The Poultry World says that a box in 
which a trio or quartet of full-grown fowls 
are confined in a journey, need not to be 
larger than 24x18x18 inches, The ma- 
terial for this box may be half-inch stuff. 
The front and ends can be open lathed, 
and the back of unbleached stout cotton. 
Tho bottom and top of whole boarding 
will be strong enough. In cold weather 
stretch the cloth nearly around the front 
and ends to prevent the freezing of the 
birds’ combs, Feed suflicient to afford 
the birds half a pint each per day of 
whole corn and wheat for the term they 
may be en route, and a common tin pint 
cup for drink, will be all thatis necessary 
for their convenience, Inthe bottom of 
the box strew a layer of hay or short 
straw, and the whole will weigh twenty 
pounds or go, in addition to the contents. 
If the above plan, ina general way, be 
adopted by shippers, the cost of transpor- 
tatios to buyery is lessened, over the 
careless mode too often practised of send- 
ing fowls in a heayy, solid inch-board box 
that weighs moro than do the birds them- 
selyes, 


Sowing Rye to be Plowed Under. 


Tho following enquiry and answer ap- 
peared recently in the Rural New Yorker: 
1. When should rye be sown and whon 
plowed under to produce the best effect 
asa fertilizer? 2, What are tho cause, 
preventive, and cure of black leg in 
calves? Many dio here every year. 
Ans.—1. Rye should bo sown early in 
Septembor quite thickly and be plowed 
down the next Spring when just gotting 
into head. We think corn a much better 
crop to be plowed in as a fertilizor, \as it 
can be sowed in the Spring and plowed 
down in time for wheat. Corn might bo 
sown now, plowed down the first of Sep- 
tember, and rye might be sowed then to 
bo plowed down next May or June. 2. 
Black leg is anthrax fever, a contagious 
and very fatal disease, animals attacked 
by it very raroly recovering. It chiotly 
affects young cattle and such as aro in 
prime condition, milch cows and lean 
stock being seldom attacked, It is caused 
chiefly by cating bad food, pasturing on 
swampy lands in Summer, drinking stag- 
nant water, Its first symptom is a lame- 
ness in the fore leg causing the animal to 
limp. Noxt the shoulder or flank swells, 
and if the hand is passed over the swelling 
the skin rustles or crackles. Tho beast 
soon dies, and after death the swollen 
parts will be found black and soft like jel- 
ly, and the blood thick and tar ry in ap- 
pearanco, On examination under ao 
microscope the blood and flesh are found 
full of small vegetable organisms called 
bacilli, and these deprive the blood of its 
| oxygen, and cause it to become carbon- 
ized; hence the name of the disease, an 
thrax, the Groek for charcoal or carbon, 
When first attacked an animal may somo- 
imes be savod by giving it immediately,

‘They aro 
invariably long brick buildings, one atory 
in height, simple and solemn in architect. 
ure, and located either upon the moun- 
tains or in the depths of forests, Around 
tho building is a windowloas wall, symbolic 
of tho busy life forever shut out from view. 
In the ground and upon the surrounding 
land nature is assisted but nevor interfer- 
ed with, ‘Tho flowers bloom and dio, the 
treos grow gnarled and crooked, the weeds 
and creepers thrive until sometimes it 
Would seom as though no human being 
lived in tho vicinity. Closer examination 
will show that every plant producing 
beautiful flowers or wholesome food and 
fruit is carefully watered, and every re- 
source of vegetation in supplying human 
wants husbanded to the last degree, This 
also is a symbolism of the brotherhood 
Who tenant these retreats. To them the 
useful flower and the tree represent the 
good of humanity ; the weeds the eyil, 
‘Lhe duty of true manhood is to aid and 
develope those who are righteous, but not 
to injure the wrong doer, leaving to nat- 
ure the task of eliminating ths latter 
from hor great economy. These retreats 
do not belong to specific orders as in the 
Western civilization, but are founded by 
one or moro persons for the simple sake 
of rest. The forms and ceremonies of ad- 
mission amount to nothing. Any person 
who has failed in life, who has lost those 
he loyed, who has sinned and repented, 
who is old and unable to work, is eligible, 
Ho presents himself giving his name, ad- 
dress and history, transferers to the 
brotherhood all he possesses, promises 
obedience to all lawful commands of the 
Brother Superior, loyalty, friondship and 
sympathy to his fellow members and de- 
Votion and aid to all fellow beings in sick- 
ness or distress, He is then admitted, 
given a new name and a new costume, as- 
signed a room, instructed as to his duties, 
and the initiation iscomplete, rom now 
on his life is Study and conver- 
sation, the cultivation of the field and 
garden or the improvements of the retreat 
and the instruction of brothers who have 
been less favored, are his daily duties. 
At times ho is sent out to obtain subscrip- 
tions for the common fund or to nurse the 
sick or feed the starving, but these occur 
infrequently. 
The government of the brotherhoods is 
a pure autocracy. <A brother superior 
governs forlife, Athis death he appoints 
a successor ; if the appointment lapse or 
be not made, the brothers elects one of 
their own number, The regulations are 
about the same as in monasteries, omitt- 
ing the element of religion. Cleanliness, 
sobriety, industry, chastity, intellectual- 
ity, charity and humanity are the seven 
stars of their heaven. No woman is al- 
lowed to cross the threshold of the retreat; 
no wine or narcotic permitted except for 
medical use ; no quarreling, loud conver- 
sation, game of chance, indelicate or vul- 
gar talk is allowed, Disobedience is pun- 
ished by reprimand, suspension, tempor- 
ary ostracism or expulsion, according to 
tho degree of the offense.

The time when Latin and Greek formed

By failing to choose that first he 
has thrown away seyen years’ epeuere 
Probably, after learning the dry goods 
business, he will conclude to become 4 
watchmaker, and at last become a ‘‘jack- 
of-all-trades,” good at none. A promin- 
ent merchant says: ‘‘Nearly all failures 
in legitimate business come from not 
serving an apprenticeship to it,’’ that is, 
from leaving a business one knows for 
another which he does not understand, _ 

Another cause of failure is the disposi- 
tion to escape hard work, and get rich in 
haste—‘‘desirmg the success another man 
has, without being willing to work as 
that man does, and begin, as he did, at 
the foot of the ladder.” How many who 
were in haste to get rich, to reap with- 
let patient industry in sowing, have 
learned the truth of the old proverb: 
“The more haste, the worse speed!"

Eccentric People, 


Half the people who are called eccen- 
tric deserve to haye a much worse epi- 
thet applied to them. Here and there a 
man or woman is found whose oddities 
of opinion and erratic conduct are gonu- 
ine, and the outcome of some real inborn 
twist in their mental and moral disposi- 
tion. Such persons aro generally intol- 
rable, and sometimes vory likable, their 
idiosyncrasies sorying a8 & gentle enter- 
tainment rather than an annoyance to us, 
We feel that they are quite unaware of 
their own queerness, which is the result 
of a native incapacity to comprehend the 
ordinary conventions of society. But 
thero aro other people whose eccentrici- 
ties are not, or ought not to be endured, 
They are not innocently ignorant, but 
wilfully disrogardful of a roi of law in 
tho social world. ‘The world’s judgments 


guage is rising into an importance which 
it could never attain so long as it was re- 
garded simply as a vulgar tongue, and the 
historical study of English is becoming 
one of the most popular as well as one of 
the most useful pursuits of our Philolo- 
gists. The great English dictionary of the 
Vhilological Society is only one evidence 
of this; for individual scholars, during 
the last twenty years, have done not a 
little to lay bare to us the inner structure 
of our language, and the changes and 
modifications to which it has been sub- 
jected in the course of its long descent. 
Anglo-Saxon literature is the oldest 
of the vernacular literatures of modern 
Europe. The materials of this early lit- 
erature are found chiefly fn’ written books 
and documents ; but they are found also 
in such subsidiary sources as inscriptions 
on churches and church towers, sun-dials, 
crosses, and oyen on jewellery, One of 
the most remarkable in this last category 
is what is known as the Alfred Jewel, It 
was discoyorod in Newton Park, near 
Atholney, in 1693, and in 1718 had found 
its way to the Ashmolean Museum in 
Oxford, where it stillis. It consists of an 
omamelled figure enshrined in a golden 
frame, with a golden back to it, with a 
thick piece of rock-crystal in front, to 
serve as a glass to the picture. Around 
the sloping rim the following legend is 
wrought in the fabric: A¥lfred mec heht 
Gewyrcean(Alfredme commanded tomake) 
The language of the legend agrees perfect- 
with the age of King Alfred, and it seems 
to be the unhesitating epiion of all those 
who have investigated the subject that it 
was a personal ornament of the great 
Wost-Saxon king.

From the Canadian Agriculturist. 


It will pay a prosperous farmer to arrange 
the work for his absence, Take two hun 
dred dollars and cross the ocean to see how 
farm work is done elsewhere, and how the 
laborer lives in other lands. It may cause 
you to come back, as I came, glad of fields 
like these to plow and underdrain, of mar- 
kets that have some sort of place for my 
produce, and of the plenty that never fails 
agricultural industry here in our own land, 
You may be surprised that I naine so small 
an amount of money, but you shall have it 
by items presently. 

Last May, after planting all but the late 
garden seed, I asked a neighbor to join me, 
and we sailed from New York on the 12th 
to return by July 15th. About the salt 
water (which is rough and deep, and scares 
many a man from the attempt to cross it); 
From May to September you need not be 
ruid; whatever discomforts may come can 
be endured, and you may not find any at 
all; We were passengers from Glasgow, 
and were very glad to find other farmer pas- 
senyers all through the ship, A farmer 
f Manitoba and another from Nebraska 
each paid $40 for the ocean passage, New 
York to Glasgow. This passage was what 
is called second cabin, or intermediate, be- 
tween first cabin at $60, to $80 and steerage 
of course much less. I advise any working, 
man to try the second cabin outward pass- 
age, The first cabin will afford more than 
you want; the second perhaps a little less 
than you would like in privileges, but all 
you heed for the few days. ‘Tho second 
cabin is more comfortable on the Glasgow 
than oni the Liverpool or London boats, but 
first cabin is better on the latter because 
you cross in 8 days, while the Glasgow 
poats are 1) or 12, I would try it again 
willingly second cabin ontward and first 
abin returo. Do not buy a return ticket. 
You will be sorry if yon do, Your money 
once in the company’s hands, they will send 
you where they like. Keep your money 
and come back when and by what boat you 
wish. A return ticket saves only about $5, 
and yen may spend twice that much to 
make the ticket available. Of course yo 

can try a second cabin return passage, but 
probably you will huve far less agreeable 
neighbors and berthmates—four in one 
but each with a separate berth. The 
table of a second cabin passage is quite com- 
fortable, without luxuries. 

. Take a common folding chair along,if you 
Wish, for use on deck. But with an every- 
day suit you cau lie on a clean deck in warm 
weather. You will want a checker-board 
for fun, and a bottle of acid phosphate when 
you don't feel so funny, and the ship rolls 
day and night. Only remember this: If 
you know how to keep your digestive or- 
gana in good condition, you can providg 
Against sea-sickness very largely. 

A word to the farmer who thinks his 
purse small, and who Tears an intermediate 
passage is not respectable. The truth is, 
on your farm you eat and sleep in comfort, 
though it be plain. If the wealthy stroet 
of a city were close by, and its fine equip: 
pages constantly meeting you, it might 
make plain living feel its plainness more, 
and appreciate its comfort leas, You get 
this on shipboard, The ship's officers aaso- 
ciate only with first-cabin passengers below 
them; but a plain passage at $40 outward 
carries hundreds of very respectable people 
A well-to-do farmer, with his overalls and 
cap, eating yood bread and butter, meat 
and potatoes, with comfortable coffee, is 
better off in the second-class cabin than 
among the wines and luxuries of the first. 
But sur boat aud ask about the deck 
privileges allowed before you buy a ticket. 
A second cabin p outward leaves more 
money to spend on the other side, A man 
can take his second cabin if both con- 
sent to go plainly. Four sleep in one room, 
Single ladies on one side of the ship, single 
men on the other side, Try it, young men. 
Take your overcoat, four shirts, business 
suit on, smallest satchel you have, close fit- 
ting cap that will not blow off, and start 
for Glasgow, and see if the tirst sight of 
Scotch farms laid out like achecker-board in 
the dim distance does not reward you,

No doubt English Papers will toom with 
denunciations of the conduct of the rench, 
which, viewod from any atandpoint but 
that of the brigand, in utterly indefensible.

The Metropolitan Hall Acci. 
dent. 


The following, summarized from the Jn- 
telligencer, should have been published last 
week, but the ‘'copy” was overlooked in 
the hurry of going to press, and the omis- 
sion was not discovered until the paper was 
out: On Saturday evening, 16th, at the 
Metropolitan hall, Belleville, Mary EF. 
Glenn, of the 2nd concession of Amelins- 
burg, fell frow a doorway in the rear of the 
ball and died from the injuries received in 
a few minutes, The hall is used by the 
salvationarmy. The door opening from the 
back part of the hall is ona level with the 
elevator platform when in position at the 
third story, and one stepping off the plat- 
form would fall a distance of about thirty 
feet to the ground.

. tend to diminish luxuriance and to chick 
rapid vegetation without effecting the 
health of she individual; are more favor- 
able to the production of flower buds 
than of leaf buds.’ Downiny says that 
when a tree is root pruned ‘its energies 
are no longer entirely carried off in 
growth, and the returning sap is em- 
ployed in producing fruit buds for the 
next year,” He then refers to the suc- 
cess of Mr, Rivers of Sawbridgeworth, 
England, in throwing his trees into early 
besring by root pruning. In root prun- 
ing pear trods it is sometimes the practice 
to dig a circular channel about the tree a 
few feet from the trunk, deep enough to 
sever most of the roots at the distance 
from the tree, The trench is_then filled 
with soil enriched with manure, The 
growth is checked, the growth of new 
fibrous roots is stimulated and fruitful- 
ness is promoted. Ifit becomes desir- 
able to again prune the roots, the trench 
is dug outside the former one and treated 
the same, It may be beneficial toother 
fruit trees which prove unfruitful to treat 


In caso of young trees this is 
a desirable condition in which to have 
thom, as it is more important to secure a 
good growth than it is to have only fruit-

The 
truth is that demand keeps paco with 
production, People will use a great deal 
more fruit when it is plentiful, and when 
they acquire the habit of usin Bae! retain 
it. There is perhaps no branch of farming 
that yields safer or more steady re- 
turns than orchard fruit."” 

A correspondent writes the New Hamp- 
shire Mirror that scions keep heat in saw 
dust, and come out as moist as whon just 
from the green wood, He keeps them 
in the cellar, and wets them, if the cellar 
is dry, as thoy need not be kopt moist 
during the winter, In this way they will 
keop perfectly, and thore is no grit, as 
when kept in sand or earth. Scions cut 
in the fall, before hard frosts, and kopt 
this way, will be surer to live, especially 
if of tender varieties. . 
The cattle and sheep raising interests 
in New Mexico are growing to large pro- 
portions, and capital is rapidly being in- 
vested in the business, which yields 
handsome returns. Itis claimed that 
New Mexico is tho best stock-raising 
country inthe West. The grasses are 
rich, nutritious and plentiful, while in 
many localities water 1s abundant, and 
where it is not, it has been demonstrated 
that artesian wells will supply the de- 
ficiency at small exvense. 

A new horseshoe has lately been ex- 
perimented with at Lyons, France. It 
is made entirely of sheep's horn, and is 
found particularly adapted to horses om- 
ployed in towns and known not to have 
teady foot on the pavement. The re- 
sults of the experiments have proved 
very satisfactory, as horses thus shod 
have been driven at a rapid pace on the 
pavement without slipping. Besides this 
advantage, the new shoe is very durable,

FIGHTING THE PESTIL 
Tho Faots About the Outbroak of Cholora 
in Franco, 

Wasninoton,--Socretary Frelinghuysen 
has received from Consul Mason, at Mar 
seilles, a report on the chdlora opidemic 
at Toulon and Marseilles. _Conaul Mason 
says: ‘‘In viow of the important ure 
of this sudden outbreak of cholera, its 
disastrous effects upon international com 
merce and communication, the dispute as 
to its nature and origin, and the ox 
traordinary measures which have beon 
adopted té resist its progress, it has boon 
thought requisite that the consulate 
should present a moro detailed and speoi 
fic record of this interesting opisodo. 
With regard to the origin and nature of 
tho cholera at Toulon and Marseilles, 
thoro has been a hot and acrimonious 
dispute since the firstcase appeared at 
Toulon on the 22d of June, Although 
this dispute is not yet officially settled, 
the actual facts are sufliciontly plain. 
On tho ono hand, the Mayor of Toulon, 
who would bo naturally held responsible 
for tho noglected sanitary condition of 
that city, has inaisted from the first 
that the disease which appeared there 
two weeks ago is genuine contagious 
Asiatic cholera, imported by a suplemon- 
tal Government transport, which has 
been employed in the expedition to Ton- 
quin, and, having had cholera on board 
at Saigon, returned to Toulon, and was 
admittod to port by the naval authorities 
and placed in dock for repairs. 

**On the other hand, the chief medi- 
cal officer of the Frensh Government, 
Rippoxed genorally by tho official jour: 
nals and the medical authorities of tho 
navy, has pronounced the disease merely

due to the filthy condition of Toulon and 
the neglect of ordinary sanitary measures 
there.

Sayo the Surplus Fruit. 


Where the blossoms were not killed by 
frosts there will be a large crop of apples 
again this year, Tho season of late has 
been quite favorable to the apple crop, 
the frequent showers, and cool weather 
helping to keep the fruit from falling pre- 
maturely, and giving it a good growth. 
The early varieties will be over abundant 
in market, as is usual in bearing seasons, 
and the prices of ordinary fruit will con- 
sequently be low. The mistake has been 
made of setting too large a proportion of 
trees of thoecarly varieties, as Porter, 
Grayenstein, Early York, and others that 
ripen during the warm weather, and 
which will only take a short time at best. 

Housekeepers who haye the time can 
work up quantities of the early apples 
into jelly, or they may be cooked and 
sealed in glass cans, but the most practi- 
cal method of preserving large quantities 
is undoubtedly by the evaporating pro- 
cesses becoming so rapidly popular, 
Drying fruit in the open air by sun heat 
is a slow process, and is attended by 
many difliculties, as bad weather, dust, 
insects, &c. Drying by common stove 
heat is often still more unsatisfactory, 
the product from either method bring- 
ing only very low prices in market, 
Fruit thati: corched, or weather stained, 
or covered with fly-specks, offers little 
temptation to buyers of taste or means ; 
such fruit often sells slow at a very. few 
cents per pound, while the nice, white, 
evaporated stock isin quick demand at 
from ten cerits to twenty cents or more 
per pound. 

There will be thousands and thousands 
of bushels of good appies this fall, for 
which there will be no demand at re- 
munerative prices as fresh fruit, but 
which would bring the owners a good in- 
come if it could be run through some of 
the recently introduced evaporators, 

There has been quite an effort made 
within the past two years to introduce 
the silk industry into this country to give 
our women and children an opportunity 
for earning a little pin money in a genteel 
way. Now we would not say a dispar- 
Sging word against the silk industry for 
our women of leisure, but while they aro 
studying up the business of planting the 
treo, gathering the leaves, breeding and 
feeding the worms, cleaning out tho 
daily accumulations of filth and dead 
‘vorms, and taking care of the cocoons, 

nd selling them in market, wo 
‘ould suggest that thoy look to 
ine sources of wealth that the or- 
chards present at this season of the 
year at thoir very doors. The apples are 
already grown, the fruit dryers are com- 
paratively inexpensive, the fruit is almost 
worthless where it is, but will be sure to 
bring good prices next winter if it is 
properly presorved and handled, and to 
learn the business will not require half 
the skill and prosoverance demanded for 
tho successful prosecution of the silk 
business in this cou ntry.

‘Both Marseilles and Toulon suffered 
terribly in the cholera epidemic of 1805. 
During the nineteen years which haye 
elapsed since then Marseilles has been, 
in several important respects, almost 
rebuilt. Her pavements, her sewerage 
system, hor water supply, and method of 
cleaning streets, removing night soil, in- 
specting and regulating the markets of 
food, her quarantine regulations, and 
hospital facilities are all probably unsur- 

ssed in excellence by those of any 

ropean or American city. The old quar- 
tora of the city, the ancient Marseilles, 
los, which was scourged so sharply by 
the plague in former centuries, has been 
pierced with broad avenues, streams of 
pure water flowing down the guttors of 
the narrow streets and alleys, and the 
pavements of the principal throughfares 
are washed and swept witha care and 
frequency which leave nothing to be 
desired. The terrible lesson of former 
epidemics has been well learned by the 
municipal Government, and, long bofore 
the first rumor of trouble at Toulon, 
Marseilles was cleaned and made read 
for tho summor heats. But with all the 
intolligent liberality which the city has 
evinood in the construction of her drain 
ago systom, thoro is an insurmountable 
difficulty, which all Moditerrancan citios 
are alike compelled to faco—their sewors 
flow into a tideleas and generally placid 
nea, 

“Tho dredging of the ports has boon 
stopped and that source of miasma as far 
as possible abated during the summor, 
Since the outbreak at Toulon, the wholo 
city of Marseilles has beon litorally wash 
od with water and disinfectants, not once 
morely but daily and nightly. Tho 
markets are carefully inspected, and im- 
monso quantities of stale and unripo fruit 
and vegetables seized and dostroyed, 
Railway cars, stations, omnibusos, atroot 
cars, oven hackney carriages aro fumigat- 
od and disinfected, and the smell of 
shlorino, sulphates, ‘and carbolic acid in 
overowhoro.

and iiberality could perform, all that 
sanitary science could suggest, has been 
done, but the pestilence is here and defies 
restraint. 

“Tn compliance with instruction from 
the Department, this consulate has ascer- 
tained from official sources that no emi- 
grants have recently left either Toulon 
or Marseilles by sea for the United States. 
It should be added, however, that few 
emigrants for American ports ever em- 
bark here, as the steamers leaving Mar- 
seilles usually touch at one or more 
Mediterranean stations before leaving 
their final point of departure, and emi- 
grants usually goby rail to the ultimate 
port of departure to embark for the 
United States.

The horible crime of mutilating women 
by cutting off their noses is so common in 
Bombay as to call for the most stringent 
epieson, and nothing, we imagine, 
will repress it but the free use of the lash. 
In the Sessions ending yesterday, Mr. 
Justice Scott had to hear three—we might 
say five—of these cases, one after the 
other. He postponed his sentences for a 
week, and we were in hopes that he 
would ineach case order the criminals to 
be flogged within an ace of their lives. 

Eventually, however, he sentenced 
them severally to what he had ascertained 
to be the usual punishment, three years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. We are inclined 
to regret that the learned Session Judge, 
new as he is to the country, did not throw 
precedent over altogether, Surely these 
are casts in which the lash would be at 
once the most fitting punishment and the 
best deterrent. 

Estimated by the misery inflicted, even 
the most severe penalties would seem too 
trivial, and if the law does not permit of 
flogging in the cases of such cruel mutil- 
ation, the law should be altered. Tho 
women why are mutilated in this way are, 
of course, reudered hideous ever after- 
wards, and, because they are women, it 
is simply impoasible to calculate the mis- 
ery and degradation that they will exper- 
ience during the reat of their lives. No 
amount of imprisonment will oradicate a 
crime that is still evidently a customary 
form of marital punishment among the 
lower classes, But wholesome terror of 
the cat-o'-nine-tails is common to the de- 
graded classes all the world over,—Times 
of India,

‘The 
long, coarse, yellow hair growing out of 
these scales and the skin, which bulges 
out in welts between tho scales, hang to- 
gether liko that on an Angora goat, and 
18 coarse and tough ascocoanut-skin fibres, 
But its mouth is well worth a detailed 
description. It is certainly the most hid- 
eous opening that is developed in the 
countenance of any animal extant, or told 
about by scientists. It is about the size 
of that of a largo alligator, but shapod 
like that of “a shovel-nosed shark, being 
very blunt at the ond. And the teoth! 
There are no less than three rowsof them 
in both the upper and the lower part of 
the mouth, The teeth are all short, dia- 
mond-shaped and jagged, theupper rows 
fitting into the lower rows, and the jaws 
working laterally so as to make the teeth 
grind to powder eveything that falls into 
them. The reptile, devil-fish, or what- 
ver it is, crawls sideways like a crab, and 
its eyes are placed one above the other in 
the top of the skull, and bulge out like 
the pegs of a hat-rack. Therearo no lids 
to the eyes, so that tho animal can not 
wink, but it pops its eyes in and out of 
the sockets so fast when the monster is 
angry that the noise made by this work- 
ing of the eyes is similar to the sound 
made by a cow's feet when the animal is 
walking in soft, deep mud. The tail is 
shaped like that of a beaver, and is cover- 
ed with warts of various sizes, the smallest 
being about the size of a dime, and the 
largest about the size of a half-dollar,

A Bicycle on Ice. 


A prominent physician, of Paterson, 
N.J,, in conjunction with another gentle- 
man, has recently received a patent on a 
new and novel vehicle, A Paterson paper 
say: [tis practically a bicycle to go on 
the ice, and, judging from its appearance, 
it promises to meet the expectations of 
the patentee in travelling at the rate ot a 
mile a minute over a good surface. The 
base of the vehicle is in the shape of a 
triangle, reating on three skates, one in 
front and two behind. The front skate 
is moyable, and constitutes the rudder of 
the concern, operated by a handle similar- 
ly to a land Biswas with the exception 
that the steering lever, after raising it to 
turn the rudder, can be rested in a slot, 
leaving the hands at rest, either going 
straight or on a turn, There are two 
styles of this invention, one for ladies and 
the other for gentlemen. In tho latter 
the rider sits astride the wheel, which he 
works with pedals, the samo asan ordin- 
ary bicycle. That for ladies has a seat 
behind, and’ the wheel is operated by 
treadles or levers, not unlike a Star bicy- 
cle. The ladies’ machine is also provid- 
ed with guards for the dress and a netting 
underneath, upon which a rug can be 
spread if desired. There are a lantern, 
a flag, and a brake on tho machine, The 
propulsion of the Vehicle is by means of 
the wheel, but this does not run continu- 
ally on the surface, It only touches tho 
ice twice during each revolution, by moans 
of sharp steel pins that project from the 
rim. The result of this ‘will be a series

and service. Each of thom had an 
apartmont of ita own, docorated wish 
golden ornaments, and ato its food from 
gold and nilvor yossols, Every day when 
thoy went to the river to batho canopies 
of silk or cloth of gold were hold over 
thom, and drums, clarionots, or other 
instrumonta accompanied thom, A# they 
camo out of the river each had a gontle- 
man in waiting to wash its foot in a silver 
basin, aon oftioor boing aac for that 
honor by the king.
